Education is the mean* 
by which our faculty of reason is made 
both the sooner aud better to jud(*e bi> 
tween truth and vrror f good aud evil:— 
thca it muat be of a moral nature. Wo 
are all interested in truths, but not in all 
truths equally J tboy are important tu us 
only as our circumstances render them to 
—and mi education (he youth is natural- 
ly aud principally led to the knowledge of 
tbfcC things which may be of tuftet iut- 
p->rtance to them in sdalkms of utter life 
which (hey arc destined to tilt. That 
youth would bo. prcpoMcroucdy educated 

whose attention should bo eft^aged iu the 
science uf tuusij| when l#c ii droned for 

the wjlks of commerce ; or who should be 
conlincd to the study of Phy^ie^ wlio h 
for the profession of the law. This would 
not to education, hut mockery; but if 
there are truths iu which man U interest- 
ed — not bcc.iusc he is of this or of tbat 
profc^ion, but which are of importance 
to him as man, whether he hi rich or 
p*Xrr, whether eireumstaiiccs conduct him 
through life in the higher or lower walks j 
then that education is defeolivc which 
docs not reveal them to his mind. Uioss 
ijrnoraoce, aud utter absence of menial 
culture are proved to be in general, fruit- 
ful sources of crime arid moral evil in 
every ehape. It is not enough that a 
aauc mind, aod of sound judgment be 
taken into account as indi*|>cnsabic clc- 
mcu(4 iu the production of legitimate and 
moral result* in action nnd character,— 
The ifttcUect beclouded and darkened by 
ignorance and lib attendant hosts of error 
or prejudice, or benumbed by neglect and 
"disease, 13 Capable of the Cicarue^a and ac- 
tivity which belong to the normal state 
and condition!* of the human intud. A 
pure, intelligent and loyal adherence to 
principle aud conscience cannut ici sucl) 
circuuLstanCea be expected to c,ti>t. 

Anion;; the intellectual sources of mor- 
al life and powcr f a prominent place must 
ever be assigned by the judicious educator 
to the inouidiu" aud directing efficacy l df 
imagination und ta^le. If tho intellectu- 
al faculties arc untrue or impure 111 tbeir 
action aud character, the tin Jen cy of the 
wludc moral bcinj; U only evil and that 
continually. If they ate Mjuud aud 
healthy, puro and vigorous, they become 
aura uate-guards, faithful |>uidcSj and pe* 

niaJ COuiAanlons of (he youthlul apirit. It j 
1% the object of all iritelleetual training to 
destroy error and lead to truth, just as it 
is the object of Chii^lian ethical training 
to destroy txu and lead lo virtue by faith, 
Lut it bo thoroughly imder&tood that the 
human bcilig p at the very dawn of iutell** 
pence, posaea^ea various tendencies or de* 
iiirvaTj come rofjuirinjj to bo encouraged 

and rendered habitual ; and other*, which 
for bin own comturt, and tint" of his fid 
low^crcaturci', mu^l be kept iu subjection.

Children are na- 
turally truthful. Nature does not He.— 
Let nothing be done to alter Ibis happy 
disposition.

The Show Grounds arc beautifully ar- 
ranged, and on entering the enclosure the 
visitor i.s at once captivated with the ap- 
pcaraoco of things as they present them- 
sclvc*. Some 20 acres are fenced, — nearly 
in the centre stands the principal building, 
or palace. The first ftory is boilt of 
while brick, on a ftonc foundation, — the

The stalls for cattle are erected in the 
bick ground, and are ranged in the form 
of three tides of a f/jOarc— extending 
from the military barracks down to the 
border of Lake Horn.

It bu oAcn been predicted in thi? cor- 
re^pondenc^ that Ocn. Fremont would 
not hesitate to assume the gravest icspon- 
sibilitie^s. His proclamation, establishing 
martial law throughout Missouri, and de- 
claring the slavci of nil active rcbcU not 
merely forfeited for the time, subject lo 
future detcrminotion, but absolutely 
u frtt nun" justifies the vaticination. It 
was kept a profound focrvt up lo its pro- 
mulgation through tho journals on Satur- 
day morning. Ita appearance caused 
great sensation, and was generally recog- 
nized as turning a new leaf in the history 
of the war I have yet to hear of Ihc 
firel Union man in St, Louis who doftj 
not hcarti!/ endoreo il. From Cuicago 
the echoes begin lo come back by tele- 
graph, saying, '* It ought to have been 
done weeks ago ; the pooplo are with Frc* 
mont, and will do everything to sustain 
him." " Another despatch reads, u It is 
greeted hero with loud chcera by all loyail 
men. Frcruout is the Columbus, who is 
showing the $»van$ how to make tbo egg 
Stand on cud." 

Tho inauguration of (his policy was not 
the result of any sudden decition, but had 
been determined on for weeks, and was 
ouly delayed uuitl Iho army should be 
thoroughly organised. It will put a new 
pha<o upon the rebellion iu that State, if 
it ia energetically and efficiently carried 
out; ana there is little doubt that it 
will bo, for Gen. Fremont is a man of 
deeds rather than wofdsj and the traitors 
begin to conclude Ihat the armed rhino- 
ceros and Ihc rugged Russian bear arl 
harmless aud amiable, compared with bia 
Provojt Marshal, Major McKimstry, 

What it* effect will be upon the Itebcls 
as yet is a iintter of surmise. Doubtless 
it will provoke a counter proclamation 
from Ben McCulloch, and a freah awur* 
ance that he will give 4I no rjuarter.*' — 
But we do liopa that in Fremont we have 
at least one counuauder who i^ not to be 
frightened into a milk-and-water policy 
by threat* from the Hebcls, At all event* 
wo u have" them in thtsrespeet; there 13 
no >lave population iu tho North for 
them to set free ! Sambo is becoming tlitf 
central figure in the controversy; and 

Mr. Wendall Phillip* waa right in the as- 
sertion that the four millions of ncgrues 
now hold ** the balance of power'* on this 
contiueut. There arc at least 25,000 
fc)uve6 in Missouri, whoso mailers aro or 
have been in the Hebcl army, and who 
are therefore now declared " free men." 
Upward of 200 citizens of St. Loum are 
also known to be actively engaged iu the 
rebellion* They will be noliGcd publicly, 
and by name, to return to their allegiance 
within a given number of day a; and if 
they do not comply, their property will 
be immediately confiscated, and fold 
under the hammer, for the benefit of Gov- 
ernment, Military commissions will be 
established tor the trial of alleged crimi- 
nals; legal counsel will be granted tliem 
far delcnco; but no wrt of technicalities 
will ho allowed to shield them, or to eattae 
delay; conviction will be fcummarily fol- 
lowed by punishment. The lines tight- 
en, the clement crystallite, aod, in the 
Western Department, we arc likely to 
have no more ro^:wa(cr, but grim, des- 
perate, relentless warfare. 

In the intfirior tho Tlmgi ami awai- 
ting continue their diabolical work. On 
Friday they fired bixty tshbti into a traiu 
on tho North Mi>souri Kailroad, foitd- 
natcly only inflicting a Alight wound upon 
one passenger.

rOUnTKEN HALMIT OIOLS UUttNtD.— SIX

An accident of frightful fatality occur- 
red at the Conlineulal Theatre, in Wal- 
nut ftlreet, on Saturday nighL A few 
week* ago, Mr. William Wheailoy, nn old 
and favourite actor and manager, leased 
and refitted the place. At great expend 
he produced the atage edition of Shakca- 
pcarc*a " Tempest/' and devoted unuaual 
mcaoa to perfecting the tccuio nnd mo- 
chanical arrangements, Tho ballet corps 
waa numerous. All alonco* tho&c accuv 
towed to witncMiug uho# piecw, aaw an 
unnccciiary light glatja|; over tho top of 
the ic\r rccno. Ueforo ibcy had timo lo 
spcculalo upon it, a number of men in 
euirt tlccves (klagccaipcnttra) made their 
appearance, and, white tho confusion grew 
momentarily, a sharp acrcam rang upon 
the ears of tho people, and a wocnan in 
bsUet '^tumC| with her dre:a oo fire, 



emerged ^rom tho sido fCooM r baviog her 
arms abovO her head. In a ^noment (sho 
fell into tbo 'abyss whero, tho ship was 
riding. At tho samo timo a'j qccewion of 
screams ensued. Triocnlo suddenly ceas- 
ed to joke, nnd dropped* into tho waters, 
while Stophino forgot to bo drunk, and 
becarao wber aa,a judge, Thi girls wero 
drc«ing for tbo ballet Tbo dressing: 
rooms adjoin San50n-strcct, and in 
Iho borth-wwt corner of the building iho 
Misses Oslo wero adjusting themselves for 
tho ballet for Act IL Miss Zclia Gale, 
odo of the sister?, 6tood upon a settee to 
reach her drew, and when in tho act of 
handing jt down, thoflamo ofgasfroman 
adjaceni tube, wt it on fire, the flames 
communicating to her undcr-clolhej, and 
sho waa all ablaxo in an instant. Her 
listers rushed up to extinguish tho. Aro, 
and they, too, were ignited. The fire 
mounted to their arms and breas(5, in- 
fiioiing terrible burns. Panto-stHckch 
they ran froui tho room, through a narrow 
passage-way into tho next dressing-room 
filled with ballet ladies Tho gauio dress- 
es oft hero blaxcd up direclly, and ecroam- 
iog, struggling, wrestling, tho poor orea- 
turea either turned nnd leaped from the 
windows into Sanson street, or ran hither 
and thither calling for assistance. Misa 
Zelia Gale, with her clothing on fito, and 
uttering loud screams, ran down slairf, 
and upon tho fiiage, behind Iho sccoca, 
falling below Iho slage level, where sho 
was caught in the arms of Mr. Thomas 
Bayard, the carpenter of tho Iheatro. Mr. 
Bayard, in attempting lo extinguish the 
firewilh a "«a cloth,*' was himself burn* 
cd about Iho hands and arms. Miss Clara 
Clifton was caoght in the arms of tho by 
etaodew, having leaped down and escaped 
unhurt, her ctolhiug not having taken 
fire. Mis* Hannah Gale did not jump 
fivm Ibe window until abo was badly 
barucd, and when sho leaped sho Jell to 
tho ground on her back, and sustained se- 
rious injuries from the fall as wejl as from 
her burns, Sho was carried into Greer's 
tavern, near by, where she lay in an al- 
most hopclc&* condition at a lato hour,— 
On Sunday, at 10 o'clock, she expired at 
the LWpital in great ajjony. Miss Han- 
nah Nichols, in her fright, jumped from 
a platform to Iho atage, n distance of about 
len feet. Sho trill not recover. Mies 
Abby Carr was burned about the breast 
aod waist, Phcbo Forbes died in\ the 
morning at 3 o'clock. Miss Anne Mc 
Bride died at o'clock in the morning. 
Miss Adeline Gale and Huth Gale were 
badly burned. Their cases are not hope* 
less. Mr*. Mary K. Ilermon will not 
live. Her husband watched her up to n 
late hour last night. Mrs. Anna Phillips 
died during Sunday afternoon, Kate 
Harris was burnt slightly. Tho Misses 
Gale were young ladies of prepo.<s*&sin 
appearance. They wero excellent danccre 
They wore English by birth, and llwy 
first appeared prufc&ionally in Philadel- 
phia in the Rouzani Troupo al ihc lime 
u Faust " was brought out as a ballet nl 
tho Academy of Music, Six of these burn- 
ed women had died up lv midnight last 
ni;iht, and four more are not expected to 
survive the next twenty-four hours. All 
of them suffered terribly, calling for waler 
most pit cou>ly, aud maintaining their ecu- 
scs to the last. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wheat ly were in the 
hospital throughout, ministering to their 
nccc^itie> 4 , and doing all in their power 
to make their last moments peaceful. The 
waiter was purely accidental, and no stig- 
ma can in auy way be cut upan Ihc Uinri- 
agemcut. 

The following additional particulars are 
from the Philadelphia North American : 

11 Hannah Gale hud lain at Greer's sa- 
loon. Soon after she was brought there 
her pain ceased,— tho result of inward 
loortificalion. She was entirely tranquil, 
and calmly asked those present to read 
tho Bible to her. An intimate friend, 
Miss Autiie Wilks, (laic of Toronto,) 
spent some lime with her reading Ihc sa- 
cred book. For herself *ho had no ap- 
prehensions ; but for her sister and her 
mother *hc felt keen anxiety, Anna Mc- 
Bride died first* Her mind wandered 
shortly after her reception al tho hospital; 
and at six o'clock death removed her to 
the land of spirits. Miss Phelps was the 
next to ty>. At one o'clock the messenger 
came and she expired, in the full posses- 
sion of her faculties, glad to be released 
from bufferings which words utterly fail 
togtvoa description of. Hannah Gale 
died at 3 o'clock. A deathbed more to!- 
cmo, yet less mournful, is seldom seen. 
Tho Gate visters have lived — SOBAVS every 
body who know them— a blauiclva* life. 
Less Eclfislmoss in a circle of sister*, per- 
hapt, wa.s never known. Hannah dating 
liOF tut moment* manifested a degree ol 
resignation too sublime to rctult froii
